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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the Abstract is lengthy and does not 

concisely describe the instant invention. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b).

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 
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(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 CFR 1.97 
and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION.

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The Detailed 
Description of the Drawing section is not clearly labeled as outlined above and is not placed 
within the Specification in an appropriate order as outlined above.

Information Disclosure Statement 
The information disclosure statement filed July 20, 2005 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is presently 
understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) most knowledgeable about the 
content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in the English language. It has been 
placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. It 
should also be noted that reference AA, cited on the Information Disclosure Statement, has been 
considered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12 are allowed. 
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As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either comply with 
all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. See 37 
CFR 1 . 1 1 1 (b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 
103 would be proper. Although the prior art teaches double progressive lenses, the prior art fails 
to teach double progressive lenses comprising either a surface power profile, a surface 
astigmatism profile, a surface power change, a channel or a surface astigmatism deviation as 
claimed in independent claim 1 . 

Conclusion

Claims 1, 2 and 8 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In lines 4 and 7 of claim 1," before "profile", delete "the and insert "a". 

In line 4 of claim 1, after "in" and before "progression channel", delete "the" and 
insert "a". 

In lines 11, 14, 16, 22, 26, 31 and 35 of claim 1, before "surface astigmatism", 
delete "the" and insert "a". 

In line 19 of claim 1, before "channel", delete "the" and insert "a". 

In line 19 of claim 1, after "in" and before "progression", delete "the" and insert 

"a". 
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In line 23 of claim 1, after "from" and before "prescription", delete "the" and 
insert "a". 

In line 27 of claim 1, after "of and before "cylinder", delete "the" and insert "a". 
In line 31 of claim 1, after "in" and before "near zone", delete "the" and insert 

"a". 

In line 2 of claim 8, after "ff and before "increase", delete "the" and insert "a". 

In claims 1, 2 and 8, the terms "principal line of sight", "periphery" and 
"horizontal sections", respectively, should be included in the preamble of their respective 
claims so as not to be confused as "one of the following properties". It should be noted 
that in an effort to expedite prosecution of the instant invention on the merits, the 
examiner has interpreted the terms above as structure of the double progressive spectacle 
lenses as claimed and not as one of the properties meeting the claimed limitations. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 1 1, 453 O.G. 213.
